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WHY A TARIFF WAS 
REFUSED. 


Mr. Graham on Iron and 
Steel. 


Why a tariff was refused to the 
fron and steel industry was explain- 
ed recently by Mr. William Graham, 
President of the Board of Trade, 
when speaking at Scunthorpe, Lin- 
colnshire. 

Within recent years, he sald, the 
industry had pleaded for a tariff as 
virtually the only method to meet 
the changed conditions of world 
competition, That “gubject wag 
fully investigated by a civil re- 
serayth committee, under the late 
Conservative Government, of which 
committee many Cabinet Ministers 
were then members. They found 
that the application of a tariff to 
jmported iron and steel would raise 
such a comprehensive problem as 
to amount to a substantial change 
in the whole fiscal policy of the 
country. 

They considered that they had not 
a mandate for such a change; and 
accordingly the iron and steel in- 
dustry was refused a tariff. It was 
now clear that one section of the 


industry was asking for what was |. 


virtually prohibition of the two to 
three million tons of imports per 
annum. A larger section request- 
ed a heavy import duty, and few re- 
presentatives of the industry had 
any use for a mere revenue tariff. 

The “slightest investigation 
proved that such a change could 
not be effected without raising 
again the whole tariff issue as ap- 
plied to the general range of Bri- 
tich industry and commerce. The 
shipbuilding industries, whose 
position was also depressed, would 
undoubtedly be adversely affected. 


Higher Price Wanted. 


The whole object of the tariff 
was to.secure a higher price for 
Pritish steel. He agreed that there 
was grave danger in the present 
world depression in commodity 
prices; but a true remedy did' not 


séas commerce, 

The report of the Economic Ad- 
visory Council on iron and steel 
was confidential, but in parliament- 
ary discussions it had been Indicat- 
ed that the object was to secure a 
drastic reorganisation of the indus- 
try by amalgamating a number of 
the existing concerns and by attain- 
ing also a certain geographical re- 
distribution of the output. 

It was also known that authori- 
ties within the industry were gen- 
erally in favour of a plan of region- 
al reorganisation. They believed 
that the output should be concen- 
trated in four units—in South 
| Wales, on the north-east coast, in 

jthe Midlands (including Cumber- 
‘Tand), and in Scotland. Further, 
the highest financial authorities 
; urged that if a tariff were given 
there would be grave danger of no 
progress in reorganisation.

RESOURCES. 


Recuperative Power of 
the Country. 


i) 

Brazilian affairs have been much 
inthe publie eye of Inte, so that 
the “Report: on Economic Condi- 
tions in Brazil” during 1930 by 
Mr. J. Garnett Lomax, Second 
Commercial Secretary, H.M. Em- 
bagsy, Rio de Janeiro, now issued 
by the Department of Overseas 
Trade, comes at a peculiarly ap- 
propriate time. 

The fall in coffee prices which 
began in 1929 continued through- 
out 1930, and though a complete 
collapse was averted by the suc- 
cessful flotation of a loan to the 
Ceflee Defence Institute by a Bri- 
tish group of bankers in April, tho 


terms of the loan involving the 


liquidation of vast stocks, seem to 
preclude.the possibility of a sub- 
stantial price recovery for at least 
the present and the coming season. 

The full -effect of low coffee 
prices will be understood when it 
is remembered that three-quarters 
ef the prosperity of Brazil is de: 
pendent directly upon coffee ex- 
ports, comments the Financial 
Times. a: 


The New Government, 


The insistence in the new Gov- 
ernment’s programme upon the 
necessity of encouraging the de- 
velopment of primary sources of 
wealth, and the significant refer- 
eace to the undesirable conse’ 
quences of creating artificial in- 
dustries, indicate that it recognises 
that the country’s future prosper- 
ity, not less than immediate re- 
covery from the present depres- 
sion, must be based upon the de- 
velopment of natural resources, 
and particularly upon an increas- 
ed production of a diversified 
range of agricultural products. 

If the economic ideals enumer- 
ated in the doclaration of policy 
are followed up, a rapid emergence 
from the present difficulties will 
undoubtedly result, for the past 
has shown the recuperative capa- 
city, of the country. 

The accomplishment of this pro- 
gramme, furthermore, would re- 
move’ many of the difficulties in- 
volved ‘in the import trade with 
this market. The overseas observ- 
er, therefore, whether looking to 
Brazil for raw materials or for 
markets, has reason to anticipate 
'an era of stability and prosperity. 

For the first nine ‘months ‘of 
1930, os compared with the cor- 
responding period in the previous 
year, Brazilian exports decrensed 
in value approximately £18 mil- 
lien sterling (from £72.1 to £54.6 
million), in spite of an increase in 
tonnage of exports amounting to 
about 15 per cent, 


Export Figures. 


Substantial Increases occurred 
in the volume of the following ex- 
ports:—Lard, meat, wool, cotton, 
rice, sugar, cocoa, coffee, bran, 
fruits, tobacco, tea (mate), maize, 
vegetable oil, Except for coffee. 
the value of these items also rose. 
In minerals the volume fell con- 
siderably with a slight increase in 
the value. In other words, the 
net fall in value af exports was 
due entirely to the low level of 
coffee prices, 


It is clear, therefore, that in 
terms of production ‘ considerable 
progress is being made, and parti- 
cularly in those items which will 
eventually compensate for the loss 
of national wealth from coffee 
production. 

While the majority of British 
firms interested in Brazilian trade 
are concerned primarjly in the 
country’s markets, the key to the 
whole question of the. economic 
position of the Republic is to be 
found in a careful: consideration 
of the exports; there also lies the 
sceret. of, the financial. and ex- 
change problems.

Moreover, does the 
‘nassenger really enjoy a trip the 
more in the “Majestic,” for in- 
atance, than in a ship of equal 
luxury but of 20,000 tons? A wide 
experience of travel on all classes 
of liners inclines us to doubt it, 
says the Motor Ship. 

It is sometimes said by shipping 
jcompanies that their big IIners pay 
best, but it may only be because 
they are the best liners and not the 
| biggest. There is the question of 
prestige, byt too much may be 
isacrificed ‘for that, and one won- 
iders whether a passenger liner 
‘costing up to £5,000,000 on its 
own, without any extraneous fac- 
tors, can pay its way. 

In ‘a bad season, when it rung 
‘half empty, the losses can easily 
be enormous. The cost of laying 
up for overhaul and repairs is far 
above that of smaller vessels, and 
any slight delay is equally expen- 
sive. There is a real argument 
that good would be effected if all 
the liner-owning companies would 
call a halt in the construction of 
the mammoth ship and agree to 
limit their tonnage to something 
reasonable, say in the neighbour- 
hood of 25,000 tons gross. And it 
is specially unfortunate that in 
almost all cases (except in Great 
Britain) Government assistance. js 
afforded in financing the construc- 
tion.

PARCEL POST RATES 
TO BE INCREASED. 


‘ Subsidies for United 
States Shipping. 


Very interésting .facts were- dis- 
closed in arecent discussion in the 
United States Senate, on a proposal 
to increase the rates of parcel post. 
It appears that the estimated postal 
revenues showed a deficit of 
$185,000,000, and Senator McKellar 
stated that hia first suggestion was 
te “repeal the Act by which there 


are given to. the great shipping 
interests of the country through 
the Postmaster-General, a great 
many millfon dollars that are 
charged to the Post Office Depuart- 
ment.” : That expenditure he urged, 
eught not to be charged to it, and 
Senator Black proceeded to set out 
comparisons of payments which 
would be made “under normal 
rates” to s dozen American lines 
and those which were actually 
paid. As examples, according to 
this statement, the normal pay- 
ment to the American South Afrl: 
ean Line would have been¢$375 and 
the amount paid by the Government 
was $165,000. The corresponding 


|amounts for the American West 
African Line were stated to be $736 
and $165,000 respectively; for the 
Dollar Steamship Line, $13,500 and 


$728,000; and the Munson 
Steamship Line, whieh  main- 
tains services, among others, 


between North and South America, 
the normal rates were put at 
$33,200 and the actual amount 
$920,000. 

It has long been known that sub- 
sidies by the United States Govern- 
ment were disguised under tho 
term of payments for. mail services 
and the statements made in the 
Senate fully confirm the belief. 
Senator McKellar and Senator 
Norris proceeded to comment on 
the fact that, in addition, the ship- 
ping companies obtained loans at 
low rates of intereat of construc- 
tion in accordance with mail con- 
tracts and for the purchase of 
ships from the Shipping Board at 
low prices and on long.terms. . 

Payments For Present Year. 
_Senator Fletcher presented 
tables setting out remarkable 
figures indicating the cost of the 
requirements for the new construc- 
tion embodied in ocean mail con- 
tructs. The cost of the new vessels 
“requgred" amounted to $230,947,- 
365. Vessels required conditional- 
Jy were ta cost. $40,750,000 and re- 
construction $14,700,644, making: ao 
total of $286,398,009 (457,279,600). 
The approximate mail 
for the fiscal year 193t Merchant 
Marine Act, 1928, smount to 
$18,635,650 (£3,727,000). Such vast 
payments, although the direct con- 
cern of the United States nation, 
are of distinct interest to the 
British and other mercantile 
marines which have to meet. the 
competition in international com- 
merce of the heavily subsidised 
mercantile fleets. 

The British lines, at any rate, 
receive amounts, very -small in 
comparison, for actual mail ser- 
vices rendered, and in the face of

Alterations in the crieket | lav: 
with the object of helping the bow! 
ev were approved - at the annual 
meeting of the M.C.C., at Lord's. 
The meeting unanimously resolved 
to alter rule G to make the larger 
wigket, which had been tried with 
success in county and other cricket 
in 1930, compulsory in  first-clase 
matches. The amendment to the 
rule was so worded, however, as to 
allow schools and minor clubs whose 
scoring is normally on a-smailer 
scale to continue to use the smaller 
atumps. 

It was also agreed, on the recom- 
mendation of the committee, that 
the pitch be rolled for seven minutes 
at the beginning of each day’s play 
and at the end of each innings, in- 
stead of for ten minutes as hitherto, 
Sir Kynaston Studd, the president, 
mentioned that they had received a 
letter on the eubject of the rolling, 
of the pitch from South Africa, and 
it scemed probable that some con- 
cession would have to be made: in 
regard to the time for rolling in 
South Africa in consequence of the 
new turf wickets. 

On ‘the motion of ‘Lord Plumer, 
a vote of thanks was accorded to the 
retiring presidenf, and Sir Kyna- 
ton Studd, in reply, announced that 
he was nominating Viscount 
Bridgeman as his successor in the 
presidency’ for the ensuing year.

The Outlook at 
Wimbledon. 


WITH THE LADIES. 


One swallow may not make. ao 
Summer, but one new “etar” may 
make all the differenco in a lawn 
tennis season. F. J. Perry may be 
the new performer who may make 
the 1931 season one to be remem. 
bered. [ff Austin, has improved 
his stamina, and if Perry improves 
his’ backhand and stecls his nerves 
in times of crisie, then we may 
shine in the Davis Cup competition 
and at Wimbledon, and even in the 
French championships. Other 
nations seem to be relying on old 
players; they have been unable to 
find new champions. 

‘Having beaten Monaco in a 
Davis Cup tie we should win again 
when. we mect Belgium, and we 
should also defeat the survivor’ of 
Germany, South Africa, Switzer- 
land, and Ireland. That would put 
us in the semi-final of the Enropean 
Zone to meet, in all probability, 
Japan, and that should see us in 
the final ofthe top half of the draw. 
A pleasant’ drenm! bat by no 
means imposaible of realisation. 
Germany ~ is “weak, with no 
Moldeniuer, Froizheim too old, and 
Daniel Prenn  suspented = for in- 
fraction of the amateur = rule. 
South Afrien relies on Raymond, 
Farquhargon, and Kirby. Raymond 
is no younger and no better, Farqu- 
harson, who two years ago was a 
pretty volleyer at Cambridge, is not 


a force off the ground, ° whilst 
Kirby is a young. player of whom 
high hopes are formed, and may 


turn out to be really a force. Of 
the other countries mentioned, there 
is none with serious pretensions 
to the cup, and our chances of ap- 
pearing in the final are consider- 
able. Perry has such wonderful 
stamina, such a fine range of volleys, 
is so exceptional overhead, and has 
a piercing forehand taken — really 
early, that it seems wrong’ that such 
excellencics should not have — the 
support of a great backhand. A 
great backhand is a rarity, but 
Austin ‘and Kingsley ean both show 
Perry a better version of the stroke 
than the one he now employs. 

When it comes to Wimbledon, 
there will be no Tilden, but our best 
will have a chance to measure their 
skill against some of America’s 
youthful champions, We are to 
zoe F, X. Shields, who is twenty-one 
and Gft. 3in,. who has 
severity, ant who greatly impressed 
our players when they saw him in 
the States last year. Shields was 
very nearly champion of America, 
for he gave Doeg a great fight. We 
are to see Sidney Wood, now 2 great 
stylist and reputed to be the owner 
of. one of the best backgrounds in 
the game, writes E, J. Sampson in 
The Manehester Guardian. We 
may also ace Berkeley Bell again, 
who always looked so unhappy, and 
who manages to tumble about the 
court more than any other of the 
great ones. We should see Sutter, 
the inter-collegiate champion and-a 
fine and determined player. ~ Lott 
and Van Ryn are, coming, and one 
lesson the American players will 
certainly give is that of good 
serving. If any player with am- 
bition wishes to Improve his ser- 
vice, and hos the chance of going to 
Wimbledon, let him or her study the 
American delivery and contrast it 
with the pltlable caricature of ser- 
vice which too many of our players 
posses. The service should be a 
weapon of attack rather than a 
means of putting the ball into play, 
but at the moment it seems that a 
good’ service does not grow easily in 
Britain. The Continental players 
are not particularly fine servers, 
and one might perhaps be induced to 
regard the.fine servers 18 freaks did 
not the United States provide s0 
many as to render the theory unten- 
able. 

; The Women. 

The eeacon should bo a good one 
for our wonien players; there are 
so many who are good.

Borotra recently won the 
indoor championship of the States, 
and, as the holder of the British and 
French indoor championships, ia 
evidently not a spent foree. Cochet 
is where he was, at the-top of the 
ladder, and if Brugnon is sufficient- 
ly recovered from his appendicitis 
operation. he should provide the 
ideal partner for: Cochet. All 
three should be seen at Wimbledon, 
and one might suggest that if the

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HIRE PURCHASE. 


Development ‘of Motor 
Industry. 


Although critics of hire-purchase 
und deferred payment sales incline 
to discuss the aystem in relation to 
boom and depression periods, it 
should be clearly understood that 
these important modern methods of 
distribution are peculiar to neither 
of these industrial conditions, 
writes J. Gibson Jarvie, Chairman 
of United Dominions Trust, Limit- 
ed. Instalment selling, as it is very 
generally described, functions to 
best advantage in normal periods, 
and although it may play an import- 
ant part in mitigating conditions 
during 2 depression, it does not in- 
tensify any of the factors resulting 
in 2 boom. 

It is somewhat difficult to state 
the exact effect of the system on 
the depression now being experienc- 
ed in this country, for during the 
last few years, it has continued to 
develop and a growing number of 
people is showing an interest In Its 
possibilities. It is, therefore, not 
easy to assess the precise extent, if 
any, to which its development can be 
attributed to the depression; and, 
moreover, in my opinion, that has 
actually in some respects retarded 
its progress. 

The position in the United States 
during 1980 indicates that depres- 
sion there did not adversely affect 
to any considerable extent inetal- 
ment selling operations. Reports 
received show that although the 
general curtailed business activities 
of 1930 caused a considerable reduc- 
tion in the volume of instalment 


sales as compared with 1929, the|:

Arrangements are 
being made so to. determine the 
initial payment and to provide for 
insurance and tax without prejudic- 
ing security as will permit every one 
legitimately desiring it to secure 
one of these models. 

Instalment selling has played and 
is playing an important part in the 
development of commercial trans- 
port. Many of the present passen- 
ger-operating companies and many 
of the companies which are now 
units of large amalgamations, began 
their careers with vehicles which 
the assistance of long-term’ 
credit permitted the owners to ac- 
quire. Manufacturers: and distribu- 
tors of freight vehicles are finding 
demands for instalment eelling In- 
creasing, and from companies and 
firms which have in the past been 
in the habit of paying in cash. 

But, and this is very important, 
the principles of instalment eelling 
have been extended. In other direc- 
tions, as is the experience of the 
United States. It is an erroncous 
though prevalent idea, often held in 
quarters which should know better, 
that hire-purchase, and instalment- 
buying generally, are means merely 
for the distribution and acquisition 
of articles of luxury or of a seml- 
luxury nature. This ia not the case. 
Instalment selling, which is merely 
long-term credit by fractional re- 
paymente,~has been extended to the 
acquisition of many types of mer- 
chandise, including wood-working 
machinery, laundry machinery, bak- 
ing machinery, and commercial re- 
frigeration plant, The inatallation 
of all this new plant and equipment 
can be traced to this new typo of 
‘credit, new at least to the extent 
that it is now widely used and its 
extension organised. It is, how- 
ever, difficult to conceive the amount 
of merchandise which has remained 
uncreated through manufacturers 
failing or refusing to realies to 
what extent assistance was and is 
available. . ;

Code.”

SMALL CRUISER. 


The “Baby Car ” of

During the past few months Bri- 
tish motor boat bullders have been 
developing a new type of small 
cruiser, which {s comparable in 
many respects with the modern baby 
ear.

MOTORISTS AND THE LAW. 


No one would wish to see a 
motorist who had driven dangerous- 
ly or committed some real offence 
escape punishment on a technicality, 
but, at the same time, so many 
motorists have in the past suffered 
fines for purely ‘technical offences 
that it is interesting to record 
several cases where an insistence on 
the letter of the law his resulted 
in their acquittal. :

Thousands ‘of Pounds 
Wasted Daily. 


Every day thousands of pounds 
are literally thrown away by the 
ever-growing army of motorists, 
and a further huge sum is added 


their tyres. A motor vehicle func- 
tions only in proportion to the time, 
care and inspection given it; but 
how many motorists include tyre 
inspection under this heading? 

It is dangerous to run an engine 
short of oil, but how many peoplo 
realise it is equally dangerous to 
run their tyres short of air? 

The tyre manufacturers make a 


present manufactured, and isstie, in 
printed form, information showing 
load which any tyre 
should carry, and the right air pres- 
sure which is necessary to produce 
the maximum of riding comfort and 
the minimum of fatigue in steering 
the vehicle. 

Beneath the rubber tread on a 
tyre js a carcase of cotton, which 
is built up to carry a definite load. 
The side walls of this carcase are 
so constructed as to flex without 
the--cotton. The tyre 
pressure recommended for any 
vehicle is such that a motorist can 
take advantage of this flexing with- 
out causing any damage ta the 
tyres; but, should the pressiire be 
maintained at a higher or lower 
level than that recommended, the 
motorist lays himself open to serious 
trouble at a later date, the interval 
of time being controlled by the ex- 
tent to which the tyre has been 
inflated over or under the recom- 
mendation. / , 


Friction and Heat From 

, Under-Inflation. 

In the case of an under-inflated 
tyre, the flexing of the aside wall 
sets up friction, and this friction 
causes heat. Rubber ia a bad con- 
ductor of heat; cotton © naturally 
loses its flexing qualitics with in- 
creased temperature. The obvious 
result is that ¢ither the cotton cords 
will fracture or the rubber will 
separate from the cotton, thus 
weakening the side walls. of the 
tyre, and possibly causing complete 
collapse early In its Ufe. 

An over-inflated tyre compels the 
tread to assume an incorrect con- 
tour, which docs not allow the full 
trend width of the tyre to come into 
contact with the road surface, Thus 
the tyre load is carried by only a 
portion of the actual tread. That 
portion is overloaded, and, In ¢on- 
sequence, generates excessive heat. 

Now, immediately underneath the 
tread of a tyre is a section of what 
is known . as ."cushion”—in other 
words, a ayer of rubber around its 
circumference which is softer than 
the outside tread. This acts as a 
shock absorber. Should the-tyre be 
over-inflated, the shock will be ab- 
sorbed by a emall percentage of that 
cushion, and not only are the 
benefits which should be obtained 
eliminated, but the shock and heat 
are transmitted to the carcase of 
the tyre, which, as previously men- 
tioned, deteriorates rapidly, in pro- 
portion to the Increase in tem- 
perature. .

3. Inspect the inside of the 
covers for picces of foreign matter 
or small fractures of the cnreage 
due to concussion bruises incurred 
during running. 

4. Inspect tubes for porosity, 
rust marks, damaged or leaky 
valves, loose particles, and, 80 on, 

6. Refit the tyre and inflate to 
correct pressure. 

7. Test wheel alignment and 
steering connections in order to 
,ascertain whether any excessive 
play is to be traced between the 
steering wheel and the movement 
of the road wheels. 

Your garage will probably quote 
you a small inclusive charge for 
this service, a charge which, will 
no doubt be saved over and over 
again by the extra tyre miles 
achieved. Finally, test your pres- 
sures once every week.—‘‘Autocar.”

For military 
purposes the day may dawn when

air. Five hundred miles an hour 
looks at. the present time to be 
somewhere near the limit of speed 
in the air.

DRUG TEST FOR 
MURDERER. 


Confession After An 
Experiment. 


_ REVELATION BY DOCTOR. 


An astonishing revelation of the 
use of a drug by a prison doctor tq 
extract the truth from a murderer 
and compel him to confess his. guilt, 
was made to a Daily Mail reporter 
recently by Dr. William A. Young, : 
of Smith's Falls, Ontario, who is 
visiting Britain. I 

He was referring to a case that. 
occurred before the recen: reporte 
ed discovery -by scientists at tho 
North-Western University, Chi- 
cago, of so-called “truth serum.” | 

“At the time,” said Dr. Young, 
“f was in charge of the county gaol. 
as County Medical Officer. A man 
known ag Jack Adams, an iron- 
foundry labourer, fiad ‘a bedroom , 
in his lodgings on the same floor: | 
as two children. One morning he! 
was told that the children had: 
been strangled in their room. Ho. 
went in, looked at them, and went 
for the police. 

“The jury at the inquest were | 
unable to attribute the murder to 
anyone, and the police were baffled.

and the police became suspicious.

“Eventually the man was taken 
to the county gaol on suspicion. 
He'‘never wavered from his asser- 
tion of innocence, but told me he; 
knew that a man named’ Polenski 
had committed the crime. . 


“Something about him made me 
suspect he was a montal case and 
I decided to try an experiment, 
With another doctor I gave him an 
injection of one-two-hundredth of 
a grain of hyocene hydro-bromide, 
which had the result of making 
him drowsy. As the effects of the 
drug began to wear off I asked him 
his name and he replied immediate- 
ly “Polenski.” 

“That in itself was almost 
enough to confirm my suspicions. 
Immediately we took his finger- 
prints, and these were circulated 
with his name and portrait. The 
result was that we found that he 
really was named Polensaki and 
that he had escaped from the 
asylum at Fergus Falls, Minneacta, 

“Polenski is to-day back in an 
asylum, for he was found to be an 
epileptic subject. Not only had he 
murdered‘ the two children during 
a seizure—evidence was subse 
quently found to prove this—but i¢ 
transpired that he had been put in 
the American asylum for murder- 
ing a woman during a previous 
seizure. 

“There is nothing really remark- 
able in the drug used. It ia 
similar to that used in twilight
